DUTCH INTELLIGENCE. 


Hague, Sept. 8. The States of Holland and Weft 
Friefland held an extraordinary affembly laft Wed- 
nefday, which lafted from two o’clock till five. At 
eight in the evening they met again, and continued 
their fitting till half an hour after ten. At thefe 
meetings it was refolved to fend orders to all the 
troops belonging to their province, to hold them- 
felves in readinefs to march at a moment’s notice ; 
moreover not to pay any refpect to, or receive any 
order from any perfon but the States ; not to quit 
any of the places where they are at prefent ftationed, 
execpt by order of their Noble and Great Mighti- 
neffes. 

Letters from Guelderland inform, that the com- 
manding officer of a body of troops having prefented 
himfelf before the town of Elbourg, (with exprefs 
orders from his Serene Highnefs the Stadtholder not 
to fhed blood but at the laft extremity) found the 
gates fhut ; that he fummoned the inhabitants to o- 
pen them, and that on their refufal he caufed fome 
pieces of cannon to be fired againft the walls and 
roofs of the houfes ; that then the volunteers took 
flight, the Burghers opened the gates, and the 
troops immediately entered without. {triking a blow, 
or meeting with the leaft oppofition. 

The fame letters bear, that on the approach of 
the mi’, ary to Hattem, the volunteers retired into 
the province of Overyflel, leaving behind them their 
arms and baggage ; and that the inhabitants having 
immediately opened the gates of the town, the troops 
entered without committing the leaft violence; fo 
that tranquillity is re-eftablithed in thofe two towns. 
lt is added, that in both places the volunteers {pi- 
ked up the cannon before they retired. No perfoa 
was killed or wounded on either fide. 

We learn from Berlin, that the Baron de Goertz, 
Minifter ef State, accompanied by two private Se- 





cretaties, will foon arriye at the Hague, being char- 





ged with a particular commiflion from his mafter to 
the States of Gueldesland, 

We have received the difagreeable news of the 
total lofs of the Holland of 68 guns and 400 men, 
on the weltern fide of the bay of Tals, in Africa, at 
a place called the Elephant’s wood. Nothing could 
be faved but a fmall quantity of proyifions, and very 
little of the merchandize. Luckily, however, only 
feven of the crew were loft, T'wo other fhips of 
war which were in company, viz. the Ceres and 
Protector, happily efcaped the danger. 

Conflantinople, ug. 9. Great quantities of hea- 
vy artillery and ammunition have becn feat to the 
forts fituated on the Black Sea. 

According to the laft advices from the Captain 
Pacha, ffe arrived at Alexandria with his whole 
fquadron, and immediatcly landed his troops» which 

25,000 men. The rebel Rey has only 
15,000. Befides, the Pacha of Damafcus has 
made every preparation to fupport the Turkith Ad- 
miral, and has made himfelf matter of all the roads 
in the neighbourhood of Gaza, in order to ftop the 
advance of the Mammelukes. The merchants of 
the feveral nations who traffick in thofe parts are 
much alarmed from an apprehenfion that the Rey, 
who attributes this invahen to the Chriftians, will 
wreak his refentment on their perfons and proper- 
ties. 

The difcontents ftill continue among. the people 
of this capital, and the frequent fires are a proof of 
it. Qn Sunday laft a fire broke out in Pera, behind 
the hotel of the Dutch Ambaffador, and near that 
of France, about half an hour after noon, and not- 
with{tanding immediate afliltance was given, it could 
not be got under before night ; more than 130 hou- 
fes have been confumed. Some combuftibles were 
thrown-into the Venetian Ambaflador’s hotel, which 
fer. fire to two houfes, though, by the attivity of 
the Ambaflador’s domeftics, the flames were foon 
extinguifhed: This has raifed great apprehenfions, 
efpecially as thefe dreadful fcenes are every moment 
renewed in the different quarters of Conftantinople. 

About the middle of July a corps of troops be- 
longing to Mahmud Bacha having met with a cara- 
van of 14 merchants belonging to Rizano, a place 
in the Venetian territories near Cattaro, immediate- 
ly attacked them, killed five, and took five more 
prifoners, whom they conducted to Scutari: the 
Bacha, however, having been informed that they 
were only merchants, releafed them in a few days ; 
but the relations of the flain vowed vengeance, and 
hearing that there was an Albanian veflel in the road 
of Molanta, collected in a numerous body, furprifed 
and maflacred the crew, and burnt the veffel. 

Utrecht, Sept. 15: When the volunteers of Hat- 
tem received orders to retire, all was confufion, and 
not one would ftir. Every body faid there mutt be 
treachery. One of the officers went fo far as to pre- 
fent the point ef his {word to the breaft of the com- 
mandant Van Keppel, who immediately extended 
his arms, and faid, ** Jf-you take me for a traitor, 
‘© run methrough.” The cannoneers of Zwoll {taid 
to the lafl, firing again{ft the beliegers, who threw 
as many hand grenades as they could, to ftop the 
fire, if pofible ; and when the befieged retired, their 
rear kept up a continual fire: Mott of the artillery 
were fpiked; but the Zwoll cannoneers had taken 
an oath, that they would rather die than part with 
their four pieces of cannon, called the four Capel- 
lens,and prefented to them by the Patriotic Society, 
end they remained firm to their promife, for they 
brought them to the banks of the Yffel, where every 
thing was ready to tranfport them to the other fide. 

Elbourg and Hattem, twofmall and weak towns, 
have, it is true, been given up; but this is only to 
prove to the world that violence began on the part 
of the States of Guelderland, and oa that of the 
Prince, and not that of the people. 

The militia at Hattem plundered the houfes, 
fpoiled every thing-in them, aad behaved in fo out- 
rageous a manner, that we can only compare it to 
the times of the Spanith Revolution. 

We have accounts that the inhabitants of Zwoll 
and Overyflel, upon hearing of the movements on 
the frontiers of Guelderland, are putting themfelves 
in a ftate of defence. It is thought, however, that 
the troops which caufe the above alarm are deftined 
againft Harderwyk, the third towa of Utrecht, 
where the ftandard of patriotifm is ereed : This is, 
however, certain, that a battalion is marching upon 
a fecret expedition. 

Utrecht, Sept. 17. On the 7th inftant, the States 
of Overyffel fent a fpecial commiffion to the Stadt- 
holder, to intreat that every means may be employ- 
ed to prevent a civil war. They do not conceal 
from him that the inhabitants of their provinces are 
murmuring concerning the expedition undertaken a- 
gainft the towns of Hattem and Elbourg. And 
they requeft that he will give his fentiments on the 
prefent difturbances. The Prince anfwered this let- 
ter immediately by another, in which he fays, that 
he is bound to obey the orders of the States of 
Guelderland ;_ that, as Captain Gencral, he muft 
follow their pleafure ; that formerly the province of 
Holland had, in feveral inftances, employed their 
troops to maintain the rights of fovereignty. He 
adds, that having, as in duty bound, executed the 
orders: of the States of Guelderland, he likewife 
confidered himfelf as bound by the commands of 
Ovetyffel ; and confequently, unlefs-the latter fhould 
demand troops, he never will fend them ; and that 
he confiders it as his duty, to: provide for the good 
of the provinces of which he is Stadtholder. 

The Prince has fent a fimilar letter to the States 
of Holland, which was referred to @ committee for 
examination ; but the cities of Dordrecht, Gouda, 


Schoonhoven, Alkmaar, and Monnikendam, have 
propofed, from this time, to fufpend’ the office of 
Captain-General,and enquire into the proper means 
of maintaining the rights of the provinces. 

Six of the regents who fled from Hatten atid 
. Elbourg are arrived at ‘the Hagues They brought 
letters from their colleagues, addreffed'to rhe States 
» of Holland, im which they fay, that having quitted 
their homes, they were under the necefliry of throw 
ing themfelves at the feet of the Affembly, ‘to intreat 
athftance from their fellow-citizens, their wives, and 
children, who are reduced to a fituation that is des 
plorable, and they enter into a detail of their various 
hardfhips. Their High Mightineffes ordered copies 
of this letter to be fent to the States of Guelder- 
land, and requefted, that if the fubftance of the lets ~~ 
rer was truc, they would take moder sheis-protection om 
the inhabitants of the faid tewns. 

The Free Corps of Delft have’ tequelted their 
Magiftrates, that they may be permitted to march 
with drums beating, and offer their fervices, Their 
themorial contains fome fevere expreffions againit the 
Stadtholder, and was ordered, by feveral of the 
members, ad referendum. r 

Utrecht, Sept. 19. Their High Mighitineffes 
have written to the Casnaia-Gimatel intimating to 
him, to deliver up the commiffions for the troops 
of Holland, on the firft requifition made by that 
province. P 

The Regency of Zerickfee, a town of Zealand, 
have charged their deputies with a remonftrance to 
the Affembly of the States to the fame import as 
all the others, again/t the employment of the troops 
in civil war, and have opened a fub{cription in favout 
of the inhabitants of Hattem and Elbourg. . : 

The little town of Hattem, lately taken by the 
Prince of Orange’s troops, ftands upon the banks. 
of the Yffel, twelve miles from the Prince’s palace 
at ILoo, and five miles from Elbourg. It was for- 
merly a {trong place ; but when the French took ic 
in 1672, they demolihed the fortifications. How- 
ever, it has always been confidered as a citadel, im’ 
the time of war, from its fituation, which com< 
manded, or might command, the interior coun< 


try. 
Elbourg ftands upon the banks of the Zuydders . 
fea, and was formerly one of the Haris-towhs.

De- 
puties from Utrecht, who went to Amfterdanr to 
feek afliftance, have received a very unfavourable an- 
fwer. M. Rendrop and Mr Elias faid, that they 
could not intermeddle in ‘their domettic affairs ; and 
when the deputies {aid, that the Council of Utrecht 
would even apply in perfon, the anfwer was, that 
they could have no better fuccefs: 

On every hand regiments are matching’; the gar- 
rifon of the Hague will foon be im motion, fo that 
we have no hopes of peace; the Deputy Counfel- 
lors of Holland have affared the inhabitants of 
Utrecht, that they may depend om every aflift 
from their High Mightinefles. ke eh: 

‘The States of Holland have iffued-an order, pro- 
hibiting the foldiers, officers, and even’ the men of 
‘the garrifon, from crying’ Orange boven, and have 
given orders to form a line’ from Naarden to Woor- 
den, for the internal defence’ of their dominions in 
cafe of attack. 

Thefe are the principal articles of intelligence 
which may be depended -on ; but from every account 
it appears, that the whole of the provinces are id 
that {tate of holtility which precedes a general res 
bellion.
